to  deliver'fhem  from  such  a  dismal  situation.  They  felt  that  they  were  few  in 
number  and  pitiably  weak.  It  seemed  such  a  longtime  since  the  power  of  God's 
arm  had  been  demonstrated  in  their  midst.  Now  they  are  urged  to  look  to  the 
past,  to  Abraham  their  father,  “the  rock  from  which  you  were  hewn.” 

The  Lord  says  to  them,  “I  called  Abraham  wheqhe  was  batooe  and  made  him 
many."  The  implication  is  that  the  Israelites  in  exile  were  still  the  people  of 
Abraham’s  God  who  never  changes,  neither  in  nature,  in  power,  in  purpose,  nor 
in  plan.  Circumstances  alter  but  our  God  is  ever  the  same. 

Therefore,  In  any  and  all  situations,  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Lord  need 
to  peruse  the  pages  of  the  past  and  pay  heed  to  the  lessons  taught  there.  This  Is 
true  in  days  of  great  challenge  and  opportunity  as  well  as  in  times  of  black 
despair.  It  is  true  for  Southern  Baptists  who  In  this  day  of  unparalleled  prosperity 
have  committed  themselves  to  “Bold  Mission  Thrust,”  who  have  declared  to  the 
world  their  intention  to  witness  to  every  person  in  the  world  by  the  year  2000. 
Some  may  think  of  It  as  an  impossible  task.  And  such  it  is  unless  we  “look  to  the 
rock  from  which  we  are  hewn." 

Remember  the  depression?  In  that  era  when  debt  and  little  Income  plagued 
Southern  Baptists,  we  found  ourselves  in  1925  so  burdened  down  that  many 
despaired  of  the  convention’s  future.  Others  advised  steep  cut-backs  in  all  of  the 
work  of  our  boards  and  agencies.  Some  felt  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  should 
be  discontinued. 

But  in  that  dark  day  God  moved  to  meet  the  needs  by  raising  up  great  spiritual 
giants  such  as  C.  E.  Maddry  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  J.  B.  Lawrence  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board  who  along  with  leaders  of  other  boards  and  institutions 
refused  to  accept  retreat  or  even  retrenchment  but  committed  themselves  to 
expansion  and  debt  payment .  Perhaps  Dr.  Lawrence  gave  best  expression  to  this 
commitment.  When  approached  by  the  creditors  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  to 
settle  the  debt  with  generous  discounts  he  replied,  “We  do  not  desire  to  receive  a 
discount  on  our  just  debts.  We  will  pay  them  in  full.  Just  give  us  a  little  time  and 
you  will  not  lose  one  dollar. "  ( Quoted  from  TbeBsufksra  Baptist  Coaventfea  and 
Its  People  by  Robert  Baker,  Page  395. )  In  1943  the  dream  of  a  dpbt-free  conven¬ 
tion  became  a  reality 

Today  Southern  Baptists  face  another  great  challenge  but  within  the 
framework  of  an  economic  situation  quite  the  apposite  of  the  depression  era.

—  selfishness,  laziness,  lack  of  commitment  —  which  could  easily  be  our  undo¬ 
ing.  Therefore,  if  BOLD  MISSION  THRUST  is  to  be  a  reality .  we  too  must  "look  to 
the  rock  from  which  you  were  hewn."

That  The  World  May  Know

The  average  adult  human  body  con¬ 
tains  approximately  31,400,000,- 
000.000.000.000  cells  and  the  num¬ 
ber  changes  continuously.  A  cell 
is  a  complete  organism.  A  body  which 
constitutes  the  unit  of  all  life  in  itself 

,  TluktuAin.  far  example.  ronlaiBt  at— 
least  14.000.000.000  nerve  cells  Nor 
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dies.  They  just  become  inactive  when 
they  are  not  used.  Thinking,  reading 
and  studying  will  activate  the  brain 
cells. 

Other  cells  in  the  body  are  different 
from  the  brain  cells.  Red  blood  cells 
have  a  life  span  of  120  days.  There  are 
about  5.000.000  of  these  in  the  human 
body.  White  blood  cells  live  21  days. 
There  are  about  7.000  of  these  circulat¬ 
ing  throughout  the  body. 

Cells  stay  alive  by  maintaining  a 
very  narrow  acid-base  balance  of  from 
7.35  to  7.45.  This  is  done  through  a  pro¬ 
cess  of  either  electrolyte  diffusion,  cell 
diffusion  or  osmosis  Simply  put.  by 
giving  and  receiving. 

When  a  cell  only  gives  it  becomes 
depleted  and  begins  to  die  from 
exhaustion.  The  balance  is  lost.  When 
a  cell  only  receives  it  becomes  over¬ 
weight  and  the  balance  is  lost.  The  cell 
becomes  ill  and  will  die  if  the  condition 
is  not  corrected. 

Another  serious  illness  can  develop 
within  a  cell.  For  some  unknown 
reason  the  cell  turns  on  others  like  it¬ 
self  and  starts  eating  them.  The  nor¬ 
mal  giving  and  receiving  turns  into  an 
abnormal  devouring  of  other  cells  Be¬ 
fore  iqng  it  grows  very  large  The  con¬ 
dition  is  known  as  cancer 

Just  as  physical  life  is  maintained 
through  the  processes  of  giving  and 
receiving,  so  our  spiritual  Fives  are 
made  healthy  We  are  to  freely  give 
that  that  God  has  given  to  us .

You  just  can’t  thread  a  straight  pin. 
can  you? 

The  other  day  James  and  I  were 
traveling,  and  I  was  working  on  a  quilt 
square  as  we  rode  along.  Suddenly  my 
needle  broke,  and  I  woefully  said,  “Oh, 
now  I’ll  lose  this  whole  three  hours’ 
work  on  my  quilt.” 

James  said,  “We  won’t  let  a  little 
thing  like  a  broken  needle  bother  us, 
will  we?” 

,  "Well,  all  1  have  is  straight  pins  and 

I  surely  can’t  thread  one  of  those." 

"There  are  stores  all  along  the  way 
which  sell  needles." 
vFine.  Let’s  buy  some." 

Stopping  at  the  next  town,  we  went 
needle-shopping.  As  I  looked  at  the 
packages  of  needles,  figuring  that  as 
many  needles  as  I  knew  were  at  the 
house,  I  would  not  need  to  buy  a  large 
supply.  1  picked  up  a  package  that 
heralded  itself  as  a  group  of  self- 
threading  needlesTSurely  such  a  pac¬ 
kage  belonged  on  the  joke  counter.  But 
as  we  read  it  and  looked  at  the  illustra¬ 
tions,  we  decided  that,  sure  enough,  it 
should  work.  So  we  bought  the  pac¬ 
kage 

And,  sure  enough,  no  more  aiming 
the  bifocals  on  that  trip.  Simply 
enough.  I  followed  the  instructions, 
held  the  thread  and  needle  between 
thumb  and  forefinger  of  one  hand  and 
sprung  the  thread  down  into  the  eye 
through  a  very  tiny  slot  at  the  top  of  the 
needle. 

Broken  needles  and  straight  pins 
with  heads  instead  of  eyes  not¬ 
withstanding,  the  pesky  situation 
turned  into  a  nice  experience,  a  new 
experience,  and  a  new  toolior  me  to 
use  for  as  long  as  I  can  find  the  needles 
to  buy.
